3. In my judgment, it would be preferable to 
publish it now in its present form, begin the process 
of soliciting additional comments from all concerned 
for a next edition which we can begin to work on right 
away, if necessary. There have been some rather 
high-level reservations on the whole notion of this 
publication, and we for the moment have overcome 
them. Any major changes would require re- 
coordination and would open up the whole issue once 
again. For this reason, I would like to go with what 
we have* get it out and accepted for what it is and 
then work to improve it.
